The literary subject matter of - the 11th grade in our 
high school has tradl^ionadly been wo'rld literature, ^On^ 
of the novels taught, for some years has been Siddhartha* 
In general the novel has been taught in somewhat of a vacuiam. 
Asi^e from a brief treatment of Afro-Asian cui^ture in 9th 
grade, these -^students have not been exposed -^o any of the 
religious cultures of the East. These lith grade students 
are of average ability and* come from a socio-eponomic middle 
class that is for the ra^st part both conservative and 
parochial. Although vhe majority of the students have 
little knowledge or appreciation of the wide cultural ^ 
diversity of. the metropolitan New York ar6a, they have -a 
passing acquaintance with the Hare Krishna movement and 
Transcendental Meditation. These cultural and .religious 
phenomena could provide a stepping stone to the investiga- 
tion of Hinduism and Buddhism suggested in Siddhartha . 

The unit would cover, three weeTcs, 15-16 classes.
